ticular, that part of the Crofs Strect called the Plaius of the 
Hofpital ; feveral perfons were killed, and many.much hurtand 
imitimed by the ruins, which increafed the fears of the inhabi- 
tants, that fome {till greater-misfortuge might happen ; and, un- 
happily their fears were not without reafon, far on the follow- 
ing night about a quarter after feven (anfwering to our quarter 
paft one in the morning) a molt furious fhock terminated by 
{wallowing up or throwing down the remainder of the city ; 
after which a whirlpool of fire iffued from the earth which con- 
fumed and levelled to the ground the noble edifices not before 
deftroyed.

Cataneo, Sei!, Lipori,.and places adjaccnt in Me‘ina: In 
thort, no édifice remained, except the Cupachia Convent, fitu- 
ated at a Tittle diftéace from that city. 

Multitades of people mult have been buried under the ruins. 
At the fame time alfo, the earthquake was'fclt in the interior 
and ulterior Calabria. Befides the many buildings thrown 
down, the cities of Reggio, in Calabria, and Bagnara, faffered 
greatly. The whole family of the Prince of Geraci-are buried 
in the ruins, and the greater part of ‘the inhabitants of Meflina, 
calculated wt thirty thoufand fouls, are loft. This melancholy 
accident has been followed with the wifelt precautions by go- 
vernment. A {top has been put to all public fpectacles: the 
theatres are fhut up in this kingdom, as well as in Sicilly; and 
public prayers are offered up, to appeafe the Lord and difpofer 
of the univerfe, who has in his power thofe juft chaftifements 
which mankind merit for their fins.

The King, 
penetrated with the greate(t grief, has taken the wifeit precau- 
tions, has ordered: the three days prayers of St Genaris tu be 
faid, forbid all ‘diverfions, afligned a confiderable fam for the 
relief of Meffina and Calabria, and has iffued orders for the fu- 
gitives who have come to Naples to return to their own coun- 
try, and all the Barons to return to their feudal eftates, to give 
every afhftance in their power; fome are already gone. *

It is faid, that the number of cities, caftles, &e. deftroyed, 
in the late calamity amounts to one hundred and thirty-two. 
The number of people who have-perifhed is incredible ; and 
amongit them are feveral perfons of diftin@ion. Many volca- 
noes are opened, and fome rivers have enti:ely difappeared.
